'N today’s hand, the fate of an

In the first room, the Euro- 
pean West saw clearly that the 
only hope was to atlack spades. 
He therefore led a low spade. 

The American declarer Ict 
this spade ride around to his’ 
quecn, -He then took another 
heart finesse, discarded =a 
diamond on the ace of spades, 
and took the rest of the tricks 
with hearts, the rest of the 
diamonds, and the ten of clubs, 
Altogether, he worn 10 tricks 
for a score of 630 points. 

At the other fable, Johnny 
Crawford held the West cards 
for Amerlea. After he had 
taken his qucen und jack of 
clubs, Crawford likewlse saw 
that the only hope was to 
attack spades. His reasoning, 
howeyer, went deeper. 

South hud bid diamonds, had 
shown up with four clubs, and 
had attacked hearts. It seemed 
very likely that South had’ a 
four-card heart sult and only a 
singleton spade, . Beeause it 
was possible that . South’s 
singleton spade might be the 
queen (as it uctually was) 
Crawford led the king of spades 
instead of a low spade. 

This imaginative Iead caused 
the hand to fall apart. South 
could .tuke eight tricks if he 
swished to do so, by taking 
three diamonds and the ten of 
clubs before leading another 
heart. He would thus take one 
spade, two hearts, three dla- 
monds,- and -two-clubs.-- ——---- 

The only chance t(o make the 
contract was to Iead the ace of 
hearts first, In the hope that the 
queen would drop. When this 
chance falled, declarer was set. 
two tricks for a loss of 200 
points. 

Crawford's fine defence 
therefore produced a swing of 
830 points in favour of the 
United States team.

| speceh in London: 


Since 1938, world oll produc- 
tlon hus Increased at a rate that 
fs four times as great as the in-. 
crease In European, ind 15% 
greater than that in US, 
industrial activity. Oil explora- 
tion, particularly, is highly com- 
petitive. Despite every care, in 
the United Stated alone, over 
17,000 dry holes were drilled In 
1951 representing 39% of the 
total new holes drilled in ecarch 
of production. In Canada, one 
major oil company drilled 130 
dry holes over a span of 28 ycars 
before discovering thelr «first 
major _ oilfield. In Ecuador, 
which held great promise, Shell 
and.a U.S. partner spent £9 
milllon before . abandoning the 
search for oil and writing’ off 
the expenditure as a loss. All 
this, he said, shows the heavy 
capital investment and consider- 
able clement of risk involved.
